The water works board met in regu-

and disbursements amounting to §5,308 
for the month, leaving a balance of 
?5,017 19.

Edwards, giving new quotations on 
coal was rend. 


Engineer Hull reported that he had 


not finished up his test on the different 
coals and asked for further time before 
he makes his report. 
On his recom- 


mendation the board will let the con- 
tract for famishing coal, and a special 
meeting will be held Saturday evening 
to consider the matter und receive the 
report of the engineer. 


The only other matter to come before 


the board was the presentation of a 
petition by Messrs. Bannou and Doty, 
asking for the laying of an eight inch 
main out Guy street from Eleventh to 
the N. & W. stand-pipe beyond Chilli- 
cothe street, a distance of about 12,000 
feet.

ment of taxes ordered. 
Back taxes are 


due from 
1893 to 1800, inclusive. 


Soioto county's share of the taxes for 
these three years has been certified to 
Oonnty And'itor f racy as $724 50 There 
seems to be a mistake somewhere in 
the apportionment of oar share of the 
taxes, and Auditor Tracy has written 
to State Auditor Gnilbert in regard to 
the matter.
